One of the /wisest men that ever 
lived, the late rim rh** Darwin, the 
great scientist, illustrated this power 
iii Ids lift* and works. 
His researches

only tin* basis of the conclusions which 
ho founded upon them, but have sen 
(si att guides to other workers In Ids 
fields. 
Ho is remembered with deep 
reverence and gratitude by scientists. 
Tile other day his eldest son. Wil­ 
liam Erasmus Darwin, died in Eng­ 
land. 
In the autobiography of tile 
great Darwin he says: 
“ My first child was Ismi on Dee. 27. 
1839, mid I at once began to make 
notes on tile first dawn of tile va rio u s 
expressions which he exhibited, for I 
felt convinced, even at fids early pe­ 
riod, that the most complex and fine 
shades of expression must ah have 
bad ii gradual and natural origin." 
These notes were Intended for a 
chapter in “Tile Descent of Man.” but 
Instead of embodying Ids observations 
of Ids child into a chapter Darwin ob­ 
tained from them enough material to 
serve as tin* basis of a book, "Expres­ 
sion of tho Emotions In Man and Ani­ 
mals.”

Tho great Darwin was not the first 
man to learn that lie could gain mat­ 
ter of high value from observutTbn of 
a little child. Probably there is no 
more fascinating pursuit in the world 
than* following tin* unfolding, physical 
and Intellectual, of a baby.

first word tile process is one of con 
staidly increasing wonder ami delight. 
With the first word infancy passes 
and childhood I ie gins and the indlvid 
ital eiders upon a new phase of devel­ 
opment.

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WHAT WAR MOVES MEAN 


By J. W. T. Mason 


New York, July 13 
The Germans have been defeated for the 
time being in their efforts to reach 
W arsaw from the south. 
Marshall von Mackensen has cornuted tho frequent Slav error 
of trying to do too much at once and the German strategy in 
the east again is failing to crush the Russians by a decisive 
defeat. 
Until Hie fall of I a-iii berg tile Teutonic forces in Ga­ 
licia were concentrated upon a single offensive—the 
recovery 
of Hie lost A ustro-Hungarian province. 
But 
after the Slavs 
evactuated Lemberg Mackensen divided his armies. 
He sent 
one command ciistward to drive tile Russians out of the rest 
of Galicia while he h im s e lf moved to the north into Poland and 
started for Warsaw. 
From th a t moment the Teutons began to 
meet, with difficulties. 
The Russians Iiuve undoubtedly sent 
large 
•einforcementa 
Into Soul beni Poland and Mackenseit’s clillleiilties are further 
int Teased because of the better communications at the disposal 
of the Slavs. 
The Slavs are easy within reach of reserve- m u­ 
nitions. 
Th -re Ut evidence that the Russian recovery was not expected 
by Hie Germans. 
An effort is being made to create the im pres­ 
sion that the fault lies with the Austrians whose troops are be­ 
ing used almost exclusively for tile tinal drive through East­ 
ern Galicia. 
This accusation Is unjust. 
The German general 
staff is now responsible for all th e operations against Russhi. 
It was undoubtedly German strategic reasons that caused a d i­ 
vision of the Teutonic streng th after the recapture of Lemberg. 
lf Warsaw were not in peril because of the chances taken by 
Mackensen, the glory would have been Germany's.
